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The First Baptist Church of Shelby, North Carolina was organized June 19, 1847, 
with twenty-five charter members that has expanded to the largest congregation in the 
Kings Mountain Association. The first pastor of the church was James M. Webb who 
served until December 23, 1849. From the first building that housed about two hundred 
people until the present edifice which cares for over two thousand members, there have 
been five separate buildings in the long and illustrious history of this church. Dr. Zeno 
Wall, who passed away September 12, 1967, served the church the longest of all the 
thirty-one pastors - - twenty-two years and four months. 

Dr. Joseph T. McClain came to First Baptist Church, Shelby, in 1965 from the 
Maywood Baptist Church, Independence, Missouri. In addition to other pastorates in 
Oklahoma, Texas, and Arkansas, Dr. McClain has served on the faculties of Texas 
Technological College, Howard Payne College, Golden Gate Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Ouachita Baptist College, and Midwestern Baptist Theological Seminary. 

His wife is the former Cleo Cornett of Oklahoma City, Okla., and they have five 
children: Joseph Tolbert II, Barry Duke, William Conner, Christian Ray, and Darla Ann.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OP 
KINGS MOUNTAIN ASSOCIATION 

Preamble 

We, the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County of 
Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do 
hereby propose to establish and maintain the principles and rules of 
order of a district Association in conformity to the following plan: 

Article I Name 

The name of this body shall be the “Kings Mountain Baptist As¬ 
sociation. n 

Artcile II Purpose 

It shall be the purpose of the Association to cooperate with the 
State and Southern Baptist Conventions in the promotion of Christian 
Missions at home and abroad, and in any other related objects such as 
evangelism, Christian education, benevolent enterprises, and social serv¬ 
ices which it may deem proper and advisable for the furtherance of the 
Kingdom of God. 


Article III Membership 

Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist 
Churches in the area of the Association. 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall 
apply to the membership committee and if recommended by this com¬ 
mittee and accepted by the Association shall agree to come under the 
watch care of the Association for a period of one year. At the end of one 
year, upon recommendation of the committee, membership within the 
Association of such churches shall be determined by vote of the Asso¬ 
ciation. During this period such churches shall be entitled to all rights 
and privileges of the Association except that their members shall not 
hold office nor vote. 

Section 3: The Association shall be sole judge of its membership and 
may receive churches, or reject churches, according to its Constitution 
and By-Laws. Member Churches may also withdraw as they desire. 

Article IV Meetings 

Section 1: The Association shall meet annually on Tuesday evening 
and Wednesday after the third Sunday in October and continue until the 
business of the Association is disposed of. 

Section 2: Special Meetings may be called by the Moderator or General 
Board provided two weeks notice is given to the member churches. 
Section 3: Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor, 
two messengers to the meeting of the Association for each 50 members 
of the church, provided each church shall have not less than three nor 
more than ten messengers. These shall constitute the voting body of 
the Association. The names of messengers printed in the Minutes shall 
include only those attending and registering at the Associational meet¬ 
ing. 

Article V Authority 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its 
own affairs, and the Association has no authority over the churches 
except as provided in this constitution in Article III, Sections 2 and 3. 

Article VI Officers and Their Eelection 

Section 1: The officers of the Association shall be Moderator, Vice- 
Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Associational Music 
Director, Associational Organist, Associational Sunday School Superin¬ 
tendent, Associational Training Union Director, Associational Woman’s 
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Missionary Union President, Associational Brotherhood Director, and 
Chairman of Library Council. 

Section 2: The officers shall be elected on the last day of the annual 
Meeting 1 for a term of one year each. The nominees shall be contacted 
and nominated by the Committee on Nominations (By-Laws IV, Sec¬ 
tion 6) except the Moderator, Vice Moderator, and Clerk-Treasurer who 
shall be nominated from the floor. Committee nominations shall not 
preclude nominations from the floor. 

Section 3: All officers shall complete their work as soon as practicable 
after the closing of the annual session. The newly ejected officers shall 
assume, at the close of the annual session, all duties incumbent upon 
said officers relating to the work of the ensuing associational year. 
Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be 
ineligible for re-election. 

Article VII Trustees and Their Election 

There shall be three trustees of the Association, one preferably a 
lawyer, serving terms of three years each*on a rotating basis. On nom¬ 
ination by the Committee on Nominations, one new trustee shall. be 
elected at the annual meeting, no trustee being eligible to succeed him¬ 
self until after the lapse of one year. The expiration date of each 
trustee's term of office shall appear by his name in the Associational 

Minutes. 


Article VIII The General Board 

The General Board shall be composed of all Associational Officers 
(Article VI, Section 1), the Associational Superintendent of Missions 
(ex-officio), each active pastor, two other members chosen .by. each 
member church from its membership and ceitified to the Association in 
its annual report, and chairmen of all standing committees of the As¬ 
sociation. The General Board shall have the authority to act for the 
Association between sessions, except as limited by this constitution. It 
shall be the duty of the General Board to meet Quarterly and to make 
reports and recommendations to the Association at its annual meeting. 
The quarterly meetings will be in October, January, April and July; 
on Monday after the third Sunday at 10 o'clock. 


Article IX Committees 


Section 1: The Association shall be the following standing committees, 
with their terms of office being from the close of the annual meeting

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Article X Amendments 

Amendments to this Constitution may be made at any annual session 
of the Association upon an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the voting 
members present.

It is recommended that all proposed changes 
first be submitted to the Constitution Committee.

By-Law II Associational Year 

The Associational year shall begin October 1 and close September 
30th. 

By-Law III Duties of Officers 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meetings of the body 
according to the Constitution and By-Laws, appoint Committee on Com- 
mitttes, Committee on Place and Preacher, and Committee on Enroll¬ 
ment. He shall be chairman of the General Board and be an ex-officio 
member of all other committees. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the 
pleasure of the moderator, and shall be Vice-Chairman of the General 
Board. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the

Board. He shall receive and bank all funds of the Association in the 
name of the Association; disburse the same upon instructions from 
the Association, its General Board, or as designated in the Budget (no 
money is to be disbursed which is not included in the budget except upon 
recommendation of the Finance Committee to the General Board or the 
Association in annual session); render an accurate report of receipts and 
disbursements and distribute same at the annual meeting and give a 
report at each quarterly General Board Meeting; and keep books avail¬ 
able and up to date for examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Associational year, 
make an audit of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association 
in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on 
the Association and its churches, and shall make a written report to each 
annual meeting of the Association. 

By-Law IV Duties of Committees 

Section 1: The Committee on Order of Business shall be composed of 
three members and the Moderator, Clerk, and Associational Music Di¬ 
rector. It shall prepare a printed program for the annual meeting of 
the Association which shall be sent to all persons on the program and 
to all pastors at least thirty days before the annual meeting. It shall, 
in the opening of the annual meeting of the Association, present the 
printed program for adoption and serve through the sessions when ad¬ 
justments in the order of business become necessary. 

Section 2: The Associational Council 

(1) This Committee shall be composed of the following Associa¬

This committee shall also, in 
cooperation with the nominating committees of Ike various depart¬ 
ments of work, recommend workers in these various depaitments (Ar- 
tide'VI, Section 1.) It shall also nominate Associational representa- 
fives for the various institutions and agencies of our convention. This 
Committee shall also fill vacancies which occur between annual meet¬ 
ings of the Association, It shall nominate the Associational Organist.

Section 7: The Committee on Constitution, composed of five members, 

shall be available to study any changes or revisions in the Constitution, 
and to make recommendations as needed. . , 

Section 8- The Committee on Membership, composed of five members, 
shall perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution and By-Laws 

(Article III, Section 3). , , ,, , , . ,, 

Section 9- The Committee on Calendar, shall be composed of the 
following'Associational officers: Sunday School Superintendent Train¬ 
ing Union Director, Woman’s Missionary Union President, Brotherhood 
Director Music Director, and the Vice-Moderator. This Committee shall 
work out as soon as possible each year an Associational Calendar for 
the coming year and present same to the General Board for adoption. 
Section 10- ‘The Committee on Resolutions, composed of three mem¬ 
bers shall draw up and present to the Association resolutions of appre¬ 
ciation and any other resolutions it or the Association may deem wise. 
Section 11: The Committee on Committees, composed of five mem¬ 
bers, shall perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution (Article 
IX, Section 1), and shall assist the General Board in filling vacancies 
on all other standing committees occuring between sessions. This Com¬ 
mittee shall also name the chairman of each committee. 

Section 12: The Committee on Place and Preacher, composed of five 
members, shall receive or solicit invitations for the place or places of 
meeting for the next annual meeting of the Association, and shall rec¬ 
ommend the place or places. It shall also recommend the preacher and 
alternate for the annual sermon or seimons. 

Section 13: The Committee on Enrollment shall prepare for and direct 
the enrollment of the messengers at all of the sessions. . , 

Section 14: Historical Committee—It shall be the duty of the Historical 
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Committee to collect, compile and preserve all materials of interest of the 
Association and member churches. It shall make its report at the an¬ 
nual Associational Meeting. 

Section 15: Personnel and Property Committee will be composed of 
five members. It will be the duty of the Personnel and Property Com¬ 
mittee : 

(1) To employ any additional help or fill any vacancies that might 
occur, other than the Superintendent of Missions; and deal with all the 
problems relating to personnel. 

(2) This Committee will maintain adequate equipment for the As¬ 
sociational office. 

By-Law V Trustees 

The duty of the trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, 
money, endowment, or other securities of said Association, and they 
shall handle all legal matters of the Association under the direction of 
the Association or its General Board. 

By-Law VI Associational Superintendent of Missions 
Section 1: His selection shall be upon recommendation of the Associa¬ 
tional Council and on vote by the Association in its annual meeting or, 
between sessions of the Association, by its General Board. His time of 
office shall continue until terminated by mutual consent or request of 
either party.. He shall be a member of all committees and organizations 
of the Association in a serving and advisory capacity. 

Section 2: The Superintendent of Missions shall promote the work of 
the Association and Denomination, cooperating with the churches, their 
pastors and officers, and the Associational committees and organizations. 
By-Law VII Annual Reports 

Written reports to appear in the Annual Minutes shall not exceed 
300 words, except for History and Statistics. 

By-Law VIII Amendments 

Amendments to the By-Laws may be made at any session of the 
annual meeting of the Association when presented in writing at said 
meeting and approved by a majority of the messengers present and 
voting. 

By-Law IX Define Procedure 

Section 1: The business session of the Association shall be opened and 
closed with prayer.

2. The assembly sang “Jesus Saves/’ as it was led by Mr. Van Ramsey 
with Rev. Roland Leath at the piano. The opening prayer was led by Rev. 
H. L. Threatt. 

3. Rev. Hugh Borders “moved that those now registering, together with 
those who will register, be elected to constitute the 117th annual session of 
the Kings Mountain Baptist Association.” The motion was seconded and 
carried. Rev. Borders then moved the adoption of the printed program. 

4. The Moderator, Rev. C. A. Kirby, Jr., appointed the Committee on 
Committees, and Committee on Place and Preacher as they appear elsewhere 
in this volume. 

5. A report from the Constitutional Revision Committee was called for, 
but due to the absence of Dr. Joseph T. McClain, chairman of that committee, 
no report was made. 

6. Rev. C. O. Greene, Superintendent of Missions, gave an address on 
the responsibility of the Christian in the world of 1967. He pointed out that 
ours is a world of revolutions and scientific advance. He raised this question: 
“Can man’s heart keep pace with his head?” 

7. Van Ramsey led the group in singing “To God Be The Glory,” with 
Mrs. E. T. Bailey at the organ and Rev. Roland Leath at the piano. 

8. The Moderator recognized the following new pastors: Rev. Robert W. 
Morrow, Lawndale; Rev. J. Max Evington, Pleasant Ridge; Rev. Archie 
Chapman, Westover; Rev. Perry Whisnant, Piedmont; Rev. W. C. McKinney, 
Jr., New Bethel; and the following ministers of music and education: Van 
Ramsey, First Baptist, Shelby, Jerry Armstrong, Second Baptist, Shelby, and 
Lonnie Summers, Eastside, Shelby. 

9. Miscellaneous Business and Announcements were called for and there 

were none. . . _ _ 

10. Rev. Woodrow Flynn, chairman of the Evangelism Committee, brought 

an address on the “Crusade of the America.” He suggested that we are ex¬ 
porting our products and customs, but not the Gospel. He explained that 
the approach of the “Crusade” would be for each church to assume the 
responsibility for evangelizing its own community. 

11. Van Ramsey led the Youth Choir of the First Baptist Church, Shelby, 
in three beautiful anthems: “When I Survey The Wondrous Cross,” “God of 
Grace, and God of Glory,” and “Grant Us To Do With Zeal.” 

12. Rev. Norman F. Brown brought an inspirational message on the sub¬ 
ject of “Faith.” Luke 8:43-49, was his text. FJe observed that the birth of 
faith in this woman, faith that became triumphant faith, occurred when she 
faced her great need, exercised that faith, and placed herself on record in an 
act of open commitment. 

13. Rev. Brown led in the closing prayer and the session was adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING, OCTOBER 18, 1967 

14. The Moderator, Rev. C. A. Kirby, Jr., called the meeting to order 
following musical moments of meditation with Mrs. E. T. Bailey at the organ. 
Allen Jolley led the group in singing “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” 

with Mrs. Bailey at the organ. 

15. The Rev. J. Max Evington led the opening prayer. 

16. After welcoming the messengers the Moderator recognized the Clerk- 
Treasurer for the General Board’s report and the treasurer’s report. In addi¬ 
tion to the printed report found on pages R 9 - R 11, and R 20, the Clerk 
presented the following recommendation from the General Board: “that the 
entire question of printing an associational history as passed on at the 1966 
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associational meeting, including the appropriation of $2,500 per year for four 
years, be rescinded/’ 

17. Rev. Norman F. Brown presented the budget, and noted that the 
recommendation from the General Board made null and void the three recom¬ 
mendations included with the Proposed Budget. The Finance Committee 
recommended that $1.00 per member, or a per cent of the plate offerings be 
given-to Associational Missions. After a motion and second the entire report 
of the General Board and the Proposed Budget was adopted. 

18. Rev. Oscar Fundrburke reported that his committee was not yet ready 
to offer the Place and Preacher Committee’s report. He called a meeting of 
that group to be held immediately. 

19. Rev. J. E. Bishop presented the Nominating Committee’s report. The 
text of that report is found elsewhere in this volume. 

20. Rev. Roland Leath reported that a total of 517 messengers, and 104 
visitors had registered for a grand total of 421. 

21. The Rev. B. J. Traywick, new pastor at Zion, and Rev. Hoyle T. 
Allred, representing the Baptist Foundation, were recognized. 

22. Rev. E. S. Elliott, Chairman of a special committee named to study 
the needs of Hopewell Baptist Church (Colored) reported on the successful 
work of that committee. He distributed a printed report that gave much 
background information on the need, efforts toward self-help by the Hopewell 
membership, and their appreciation for all that people in this county had done 
to aid them in construction of a new building. 

23. Allen Jolley led the group in singing “Crown Him With Many 
Crowns,” with Mrs. E. T. Bailey at the organ. 

24. Rev. Wilson Harmon brought the doctrinal message using Phillippians 
2:5ff, as his text. His theme was the names of Jesus. Some names or titles 
of Jesus mentioned by Rev. Harmon were: “Jesus the Christ,” “Our Lord and 
Saviour,” “Lord and King.” It was with this last title, “King,” that Rev. 
Harmon suggested was most significant. In the Sermon on the Mount, Jesus 
gave man the constitution of his kingdom. Here is a kingdom that can func¬ 
tion for redeemed persons only*. 

25. Rev. E. M. Smith brought the report of the Committee on Commit¬ 
tees. The text of that report is included in this volume following the “Associa¬ 
tional Directory.” 

26. Rev. Dale Clark read a resolution passed by the Sandy Plains Baptist 
Church calling on the Sheriff’s department to enforce more strictly the laws 
of this county (laws re: gambling, morality, strong drink, etc.), especially dur¬ 
ing the Cleveland County Fair weeks. This matter was referred to the Reso¬ 
lutions Committee. 

27. Rev. Norman F. Brown, Vice-Moderator, presided during the time for 
the State Convention reports. Those bringing reports were: Hoyle T. Allred, 
N. C. Baptist Foundation; C. W. Bazemore, BIBLICAL RECORDER; Marvin 
Gold, Chaplain, N. C. Baptist Flospital; Isaac Terrell, N. C. Baptist Children’s 
Home; Mrs. Doris Shore, Homes for Aging; and David Smith, student from 
Mars Hill College, Baptist Student Union. 

28. The clerk moved the adoption of the state convention reports as con¬ 
tained in the book of Advanced Reports. The motion was second and passed. 

29. Rev. Roland Leath gave the group instructions as to how the noon 
meal would be served. 

30. The Gardner-Webb College Choir brought special music at this time. 
The group was under the direction of Professor J. W. Snyder. 

31. Dr. Carl E. Bates, Pastor, First Baptist Church, Charlotte, and Presi¬ 
dent, N. C. Baptist State Convention, brought the message for “World Mission 
Time.” Taking as his text Matthew 9:35 - 10:1, Rev. Bates raised two questions 
for consideration: (1) “Have we really seen the Multitudes? either at home or 
abroad?” (2) “Do we pray for money or laborers?” He suggested that the 
most important of the two, most important by far, was laborers. 

32. Following a prayer by Dr. Bates the session adjourned for the noon 
meal. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, OCTOBER 18, 11967 

33. Lonnie Summer led the group in the opening hymn, '‘Holy, Holy, 
Holy,” with Roland Leath at the piano and Mrs. E. T. Bailey at the organ. 

34. The Rev. W. C. McKinney, Jr., led in prayer.

35. Dr. James Ralph Scales, President of Wake Forest University, brought 
an address on the role of Christian education. He suggested that North Caro¬ 
lina Baptist stop talking about the problems and differences of opinion that 
exists between the denomination and its colleges and university, and focus 
on their assets. “Your campus at Wake Forest is a source of pride,” he told 
the messengers. 

36. Dr. E. E. Poston, President of Gardner-Webb College, was recognized 
for a comment, and he announced that Gardner-Webb hopes to add the third 
and fourth years in 1969 and 1970. 

37. Rev. Oscar Funderburke, chairman of the Place and Preacher Com¬ 
mittee, asked the messengers to express their preference as to the number of 
sermons they wanted on the program next year. The motion was made and 
second that the number be left at three. Rev. Funderburke then made his 
report: The sessions will be held next year with David Baptist Church, Tues¬ 
day Evening, October 22, and Patterson Grove Baptist Church, Wednesday, 
October 23. Preachers for the 1968 session will be: Inspirational: Rev. James 
Stamey, Alternate, Rev. J. Max Evington; Doctrinal: Dr. Paul Johnson, alter¬ 
nate, Rev. Fred McGehee, Jr.; Missionary, Rev. Robert Mann, alternate. Rev. 
James Wilder. 

38. The Rev. James E. Holder “moved that the matter of publishing a 
history be referred to the Finance Committee for study with a report to be 
brought to the association next year.” The motion passed. 

39. Organizational reports were presented as follows: Sunday School, Dr. 
Paul Johnson; Training Union, Rev. Dale Clark; WMU, Mrs. W. E. McSwain; 
and Brotherhood, by Mr. Paul Lancaster. Bob Decker was not present to bring 
the Music report, but a written report is included in this volume elsewhere. 
All of these reports were adopted. 

40. Rev. James Stamey read the report of the Resolution Committee. The 
full text of that report is included elsewhere in this volume. 

41. Lonnie Summers led the group in singing “Come Thou Fount Of 
Every Blessing,” with Mrs. E. T. Bailey at the organ. 

42. The Rev. Kenneth Gibson delivered the missionary message taking 
as his text Mark 6:32-42. He pointed out that every Christian is a missionary. 
He suggested that the only difference between “missions” and “evangelism” 
is one of geography. In the “Great Commission” Jesus included the entire 
world. He stressed two main points: (1) the need of the multitude, and 
(2) our responsibility to help meet that need. We are not to go out to make 

Christ King, but because he is King. 

43. The following officers were nominated and elected: Rev. C. A. Kirby, 
Jr., Moderator, Rev. Norman F. Brown, Vice-Moderator, and Rev. Hugh L. 
Borders, Clerk-Treasurer. Election of these officers was by acclamation. 

44/Rev. Hugh L. Borders gave a final report on attendance. Messengers 
registered, 350; alternates, visitors, and all others, 171; total attendance, 521. 

45. The Rev. W. V. Tarlton conducted a brief memorial service in memory 
of those who have expired during the year. Among those named were the 
following ministers: Rev. J. R. Cantrell, Rev. Jim Painter, Rev. W. L. McSwain, 
Dr. Zeno Wall, and Rev. J. B. Broughton 

46 By common consent the Moderator instructed the Clerk to dedicate a 
page in the 1966-67 minutes to Rev. Cantrell, and Dr. Wall. 

47. The 117th annual session was adjourned with prayer by our Moder¬ 
ator, Rev. C. A. Kirby, Jr.

MUSIC REPORT 

In light of the new attitude toward Associational Music—e.g. developing 
the associational work around the primary tasks of extending help to the 
churches rather than offering “inspiration” through mass meetings; Your 
associational music committee under the direction of Morris Jordan, Director 
has attempted to give help through three approaches. 

1. Workshop. In February a workshop for directors was held offering 
help in the selection of music, techniques of directing, and vocal tech¬ 
niques This was accomplished by the directors singing through music 
previously selected for its diversified appeal, under the workshop 
leader Morris Jordan. Approximately 25 persons representing 15 
churches attended. 

2. Communicating ideas, information, personal data, and other items of 
interest through a news letter. Three issues were mailed to all minis¬ 
ters of music and choir directors in the association. This news letter 
was judged by many of those receiving it as very helpful. 

3. Festival Program. Not' only did the associational music committee 
publicize the Regional and State Festival program but, in addition at¬ 
tempted an Associational “First Timers Festival.” This was not suc¬ 
cessful. Only one church entered and then dropped out. It was felt 
that with a little more individual contact and better timing this event 
in future years could be of significant value to smaller churches in our 
association.

ANNUITY BOARD REPORT 

Response to the new program of family and retirement protection during 
the first quarter of 1967 indicates enthusiastic acceptance by ministers and 
denominational employees. During the first three months of 1967, more than 
1,000 persons joined some part of the three-plan program as compared with 
only 685 during the first quarter of 1966. 

The new Program, called the Southern Baptist Protection Program, pro¬ 
vides additional benefits for disability, new benefits for children, education 
of children and dependent parent. These extra benefits are in Plan “A”. 

The new Protection Program incorporates the three plans into one cer¬ 
tificate, which formerly required separate certificates for each plan. The 
three plans are: Southern Baptist Protection Plan, which is now Plan “A”; 
Age Security Plan, now called Plan “B”; and Variable Benefit Plan, now 
Plan “C”. 

Information on the new Protection Program may be obtained from the 
annuity secretary in our state or from the Development Division, Annuity 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, 511 North Akard Building, Dallas, 
Texas 75201. 

Because of action taken by the trustees of the Annuity Board in Feb¬ 
ruary, each person receiving a guaranteed benefit from the Board was mailed 
a “dividend” check. This year each check was for an amount equal to one- 
twelfth of the person’s annual benefit. These checks were made possible be¬ 
cause of excess interest earnings. Approval was given to mail these dividend 
checks annually, providing the Board realizes an excess in interest earnings. 

In 1966, more than $4,256,244 was paid in age retirement, disability or 
widow benefits to persons who had participated in the Protection Program. 
The checks vary in amounts, depending on the length of service and the 
amount of dues paid into the Program by the member. 

The cost of living continues to climb. A retirement program based on 
$4,000 salary is no longer adequate to meet the needs of a minister when he 
retires. There seems to be no hope of a leveling off of the inflationary trends. 
Because of this, the new Protection Program was started so churches could 
help their pastors increase their retirement protection. Now a church may 
participate on the total salary of its pastor or other employees. Ten per cent 
dues on total salary are recommended as minimum. 

As of December 51, 1966, some 1,492 persons had joined Plan “A” of 
the Program. A total of 18,528 churches were providing the Protection Pro¬ 
gram for their ministers and staff members. (In our Association 47 churches 
out of a total of 70 participate in at least one of the plans.) Almost 12,60Ci of 
these churches were paying both member and church dues. 

In many churches more than one person is in the Program. Each person 
is counted separately as in his church. As a result, the total number of 
churches is higher. Next year, the total number of churches is expected to be 
less. The reason is the Board is putting all its records on computer which 
will group together all members in one church. For example, if a church 
has two members, it will be counted as one church instead of two as is 
presently being done. 

There are 157 of the 176 agencies in the state conventions and the 
Southern Baptist Convention which have Protection Programs with the Board. 
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A total of 8,121 persons are protected in the agency programs. 

Rev. Guy Cain promotes the Protection Program in North Carolina. He 
is jointly employed by the Annuity Board and North Carolina Baptist Con¬

GARDNER-WEBB COLLEGE REPORT

The 61st year at Gardner-Webb College opened with the arrival August 
22 1967 of the largest freshman class in the history of the school. A total 

enrollment of 1303 sets a new record. The faculty, the administration and 
the staff total 105. There are 39 additional employees that make up the 

maintenance and cafeteria forces. , . 

God has truly blessed Gardner-Webb College during the. past year. The 
greatest blessings have been in the realm of the spiritual, intellectual, and 

social area. It would be impossible to list all of these. 

Three new buildings will be dedicated during the fall of 1967. These are. 
Mauney Hall, named in honor of the W. K. and D C Mauney families of 
Kings Mountain; Nanney Hall, named in honor of Mr and Mrs. C. P. 
Nanney of Gastonia; and Myers Hall, named in honor of Mr. A. G. Myers Sr 
of Gastonia. These dormitories have enabled the college to serve over 200 

additional boarding students. ... c . u 

Another forward step was made when the Boiling Springs Baptist Church 

decided to sell their property to the college. The new educational building 
formerly owned by the church has been converted to a classroom building and 
named the David Lindsay Building in honor of Mr. David Lindsay of Ruther- 
fordton. This move has enhanced the academic program. 

Two very ambitious programs were launched by the Trustees to pave 
the wav to the four year status of Gardner-Webb. The first is a doctoral leave 
program-a maximum of five professors will be given leaves of absence to 
complete work for the Doctor's Degree. Financial support will be given to 
those professors with the agreement that they return to Gardner-Webb for 
at least five years. Three professors have already left for graduate study and 
others have applied for a leave during 1968. This program will assure that 
the college will have 30% of the faculty with doctor s degrees, a requirement 
for four year colleges. The second program is the upgrading of the library. 
The library budget has been tripled and a large challenge gift is being met. 
Mr George Lewis, Director of Libraries at Mississippi State University has 
been employed as Consultant to help the library meet the standards of the 

four year program vjsors the administration, the faculty, and the staff 

are working ddigently to get ready for the four year college status. The fact 
that Gardner-Webb College is surrounded by community colleges makes the 

need for a four year program imperative. .. _, , 

Gardner-Webb College continues as a liberal arts college. There will be 
a limited number of majors offered as a senior college The Associate in Arts 
program for Nursing Education, Data Processing and Computer Service, and 
Secretarial Science will be continued. These last three programs will continue 

to have a broad liberal arts foundation. . . . , , , ,, 

The wives of the trustees, the advisors, the administration, and the faculty 

are developing a program of campus beautification._ The campus layout of 
Gardner-Webb College offers an excellent opportunity to build a place of 

trUC TT^ U purpose of Gardner-Webb College is “to develop quality Christian 
students who will think for themselves and who will dedicate themselves to 
the Christian way of life in the vocation of their own choice.” The entire 
Gardner-Webb family is proud to be a part of the Baptist State Convention 
of North Carolina.

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During the past year the Endowment Funds increased $348,531 through 
bequests and savings. The plant assets increased $1,023,000. At the present 
time the Gardner-Webb College Endowment Fund is valued at approximately 
$1,849,878, including an irrevocable trust. The physical plant is valued at 
$4,997,433. As of July 31, 1967, Gardner-Webb College owed a debt of 
$475,000 to the First Union National Bank of Charlotte, North Carolina. This 
is being amortized at the rate of $5,000 per month, plus interest. Pledges are 
in hand to complete the payment of this debt. 


R. A. REPORT 

We have enjoyed another successful year. In the 1966-67 year new 
chapters were started at Second Baptist and Lily Memorial, Shelby. We had 
our first R. A. Basketball League this year with six teams from our associa¬ 
tion and Sandy Run. Poplar Springs was the champion and Elizabeth won 
the Sportsmanship trophy. We had several new pastors to enter our associa¬ 
tion this year and all have endorsed our R.A. work. 

In baseball we had 650 boys enrolled on 29 teams. Poplar Springs won 
the Junior championship and Zoar and Westview the two Sportsmanship 
trophies. In the Intermediate league Pleasant Ridge won the championship 
and Sportsmanship trophy with the second Sportsmanship trophy going to 
Poplar Springs. 

We also played the Greenville, S. C., champions from Leawood Baptist 
Church and beat both their teams. 

To set a precedent we will have a basketball meeting the second Thurs¬ 
day in September each year. A list of all boys to play basketball must be 
be sent to the Basketball Commissioner along with the $4.00 entrance fee 
not later than Oct. 1, each year, and play will start about Nov. 1.

HOME MISSION REPORT 

The United States is the most influential nation in the world. It is the 
nation whose churches provide the major thrust for the spiead of the gospel 
worldwide. Amazing advances in communication provide unparalleled oppor¬ 
tunities for sharing the gospel, but they also channel to the world information 
regarding our spiritual and moral weaknesses. In such a situation, cvciy 
effort to Christianize the United States takes on global dimensions. At this 
point in human history home missions must be a major concern of Southern 

A Missionary Force of over 2,100 assists Southern Baptists in then eifoits 
to bring men to God through jesus Christ in a peiiod characterized by 
national and international tensions, inflationary economy, gi owing population, 
moral problems, and mounting social changes. This toice was leintorced in 
1966 by the appointment of 427 missionaries, with 119 on caieer status. 

To cope with the changes the agency has continued to experiment with 
and to search for relevant methods in missions, such as those to be used in 
resort communities, industrial situations, juvenile delinquency, and high-rise 
apartments. Studies continued in transitional areas, with downtown churches 

and with ministries to ex-prisoners. . _ 

. Record support came during the year through the Cooperative Program 

($4 7 million) and the Annie Armstrong Offering ($4 million). The goal for 
the Annie Armstrong Offering was reached for the first time since 1961. 

Some pressing needs remain unmet in missionary appointments: 70 
Spanish missionaries, 8 Italian, 18 Slavic, 14 Indian, 25 US-2, 25 othei lan¬ 
guage groups, 9 couples and 11 single women for Baptist centers and weekday 

ministries and 1 couple for migrant missions. 

Funds for disaster relief, which started with $50,000 in 1966, will reach 
15255 000 during 1967 with increased funds coming through the Advance 

Section of the Cooperative Program. , , , , „ . _ . 

Viet Nam military forces were seived by one bundled of the 849 South 
ern Baptist military chaplains serving on active duty. Strengthened efforts 
have also been made for ministries by chaplains with hospitals, institutions, 
and in industry, and with churches in meeting the needs ol military personnel 
near them or from their membership who aie away on active duty. 

Financial assistance went to 270 churches lor loans totaling more than 
$4 5 million The funds of the Church Loans Division now total more than 
$17.5 million, and the agency seeks new methods of guaranteed loans that 

will multiply these funds. . . f . 

The Northeast Crusade, concerted emphasis on missions foi the ten- 

state northeastern area through 1970, was launched in 1966 with most of the 
agencies of the SBC participating, under the leadership of the Home Mission 
Board’s Department of Pioneer Missions and the state conventions of Ohio 
and Maryland. This department also reported marked advance in work in all 
of the twenty-four states it serves. 

Change in attitude among Southern Baptists toward the race problem 
and cooperation with National Baptists are slowly beginning to emerge— 
more open discussion, more involvement, and a seeking after better relation¬ 
ships are reported by the Department of Work with National Baptists. 

The volunteers for special supporting missionary work swelled in number 
as 670 students from 212 colleges and four seminaries participated as student 
summer missionaries; twentv-four short-term volunteers were appointed for 
the Christian Service Corps; five were placed in pioneer areas as long-term 
volunteers, and a force of nearly fifty US-2 volunteers continue to serve, with 
approximately twenty-five being appointed each year foi a two-yeai tetm. 
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SUPERINTENDENT OF MISSIONS REPORT 

The Association seeks to assist the churches through: 

1. Associational projects. Several could be mentioned but we share one 
which will be engaging our attention for the next three years “The Crusade 
of the Americas,” an effort to reach North America for Christ. 1968 will be 
the year of preparation, 1969 the year of the Crusade, and 1970 the year for 
conserving results. 

2. Associational Meetings. While not nearly so numerous as in the past 
there are a number of vital meetings conducted by the Association. A few 
are “M” Night, Action Night, Brotherhood Workshop, V.B.S. Clinic, Seminary 
Extension Classes, Music Clinics, “Youth Night,” Group Schools, etc. 

3. Personal Assistance. A full staff of age group workers and superin¬ 
tendents stand ready to help any church at any time with any specific need. 
Please call on them. Mrs. Judy Dover, the office associate, Hugh Borders, 
clerk-treasurer, and I are anxious to be of assistance where needed. I have 
been in 49 churches in the last year, have been in the office 309 days, have 
spoken to some group every other day, and have attended more than 300 
meetings. In the months of March, April, May and June our office had 1495 
contacts. 

4. Distribution of Resources. We have resource material in books, 
pamphlets, tracts, filmstrips and tapes that are yours for the asking. Two 
filmstrip projectors, one sound movie projector, and a tape recorder are 
available. What we do not have we will try to help you find if you’ll just call 
on us.

TRAINING UNION REPORT 

This year has seen the introduction of the New Concept books in Train¬ 
ing Union. These manuals for Juniors, Intermediates, Young People, and 
Adults were taught in a central school, November 7-11, 1966. The primary 
emphasis of Training Union continues to be on Church Member Training 
with its teaching of Systematic Theology, Christian Ethics, Christian History, 
and Church Policy and Organization. The Sunday night program provides 
training for all church members to Worship, Witness, Learn and Minister 
daily. 

The new tasks of the Training Union, as outlined in the New Concept 
manuals, are New Member Orientation and Leadership Training. How im¬ 
portant it is to reach the new members of our churches for a dynamic life 
of service to Christ and His Church at the earliest moment of their Christian 
life. When we realize that out of every 100 Southern Baptists, 27 are non¬ 
resident church members and 23 are totally unenlisted in the church work 
with about 25 really under the load of service, it is obvious there is need of 
a better way to enlist new members in a worthy church relationship. Assist¬ 
ance in this can be obtained through use of New Member Orientation. Further¬ 
more, a manual called “Training Pcptential Leaders” is available for training 
sessions for new church leaders. This includes material for 26 sessions. When 
we realize that 29 out of every 100 workers are annually replaced in our 
church organizations, it becomes vitally important that we have new leaders 
trained and ready to take their places. The Training Union also has the task 
of Specialized Leadership Training. This involves training our membership 
in specific tasks such as Sunday School Teaching and Committee Membership. 

“Mobilization Night” was. held at the Gardner-Webb College Gymnasium 
with an attendance of approximately 500. A drama was presented by the 
youth of the First Baptist Church, Shelby. Rev. W. T. Roberson, missionary 
to Vietnam, brought a challenging and dynamic message. 

The Training Union Tournaments were held at the Sandy Plains Bap¬ 
tist Church, March 28. A total of 29 Juniors received recognition in Junior 
Memory Work. There were no participants in either Intermediate Sword 


Drill or Young People’s Better Speakers Contest. Surely, the leadership of the 
Training Unions of the churches will want to give special emphasis to thib 

aspect of the work during the new year. , , r 

Youth Night was held April 1, in the cafeteria of Gardner-Webb College. 

The inspirational speaker was Mr. Mike Fair, football star from Sout ar - 
lina. A number of our churches were represented with an attendance of -76. 
Mr. R. L. Decker led in group singing and entertainment. 

Training Union is a must for our churches. The new concepts in Train¬ 
ing Union work should make it possbile for all of our churches to do 
a better job of training our church members during the coming years.

BAPTIST HOSPITAL REPORT 

In this day of rapid change in almost every area of our lives, there are 
few places in which change has been more rapid than in the field of medi¬ 
cine. In the last twenty-five years we have witnessed in medical care a trans¬ 
formation as dramatic as in almost any other area of life. 

This period parallels the period of development of our Baptist Medical 
Center in Winston-Salem. This began in 1941, when our Hospital and our 
Medical School were joined to form the first and only such Baptist combina¬ 
tion. Today it stands as one of the very finest medical centers of our country, 
reflecting the vast progress which has come in the field of medical care. All 
indications are that this progress will continue at an ever growing rate. 

It is a day of increasing specialization, with men and women highly train¬ 
ed and dedicated in their special fields of medicine. It is a day of expanding 
research in medicine, as in industry, agriculture and business. 

Many of the fruits of this work seem almost like modern miracles. There 
are new means of diagnosing our ills, such as the brain scan and the use of 
sound waves. New drugs are being developed almost daily for combatting 
disease, including antibiotics and new chemicals. There are new techniques 
in treating our ills, as in heart surgery, inhalation therapy, and replacing of 
organs of the body. There are new instruments to perform these miracles, 
as the cobalt machine, the heart-lung pump, the pacemaker for the heart, 
the laser beam in surgery. There are new facilities for better care of the 
patient, such as the intensive care unit and the progressive or minimal care 
unit. 

There has developed a new concept in medicine in recognizing the pa¬ 
tient as a person, and not just as a virus or a broken bone. He is now treated 
as a whole person, including his emotional and spiritual needs as well as 
his physical problems. Psychiatry has developed, spiritual therapy is an im- 
portan factor, and pastoral care is a part of the total care of the sick. 

Such important progress necessarily means greatly increased cost in 
medical care. But the high cost is more than offset by service which gives 
us better health, more relief from suffering and handicaps, and added years 
to life. 

This is not the work of an institution alone—it is a cooperative enterprise. 
It is a ministry in which we as churches and individual Christians join hands 
with those who serve in our Medical Center. If this service is made available 
to all our people who need it, we of necessity have to provide much of the 
means, for there are many who cannot pay for it. This is a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity when we by simply giving our money can share in so important a ser¬ 
vice to our brother in need—and even hear a “Well done,” for “Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.” 


FOREIGN MISSIONS REPORT 

Southern Baptist missionaries were under appointment to 65 countries or 
political entities on May 1, 1967. During 1966 a couple took up residence in 
Ivory Coast, and a couple was appointed to Morocco. Missionaries, appointed 
in early 1967, are awaiting permission to enter Ethiopia and Botswana. 

At the close of 1966, the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission Board had an 
overseas missionary staff of 2,208. This included 65 missionary associates, 7 
special project nurses, and 92 missionary journeymen. Appointment during 
the year totaled 207. Between January and May, 1967, 45 more were added.* 3 

Even with the additional appointments, many missionary personnel needs 
still exist. Preachers and medical people continue to be most urgently re-

quested. Also, there are calls for those trained in teaching (seminary), busi¬ 
ness, agriculture, radio and TV, journalism, and student work. 

The leading of people to new life in Jesus Christ is the ultimate purpose 
underlying all our missionary efforts. At the year’s end there were 4,707 
churches (3,076) self-supporting), 6,542 mission points, and 3,904 national 
pastors related to our Southern Baptist work. These reported 51,680 baptisms, 
528,958 church members, and 604,487 enrolled in Sunday School. 

Total contributions of Southern Baptists for foreign missions amounted 
to §27,047,200 as 1966 closed (an increase of $2,063,276 over 1965.) The 
1966 Lottie Moon Christmas offering had reached a total of $13,760,146.80 by 
May 1, 1967. 

Slill needs continue to be far beyond financial resources. Unfilled re¬ 
quests from the Missions for urgently needed land, equipment, and buildings 

amounted to several million dollars. 

Let us seek in the coming year to increase both our prayer and financial 
support of those who are giving their lives in sharing the gospel of our 

Lord Jesus Christ.

CHILDREN’S HOMES REPORT 


According to the records our churches gave last year, $13,189. This re¬ 
presents a per member gift of less than 52 cents. Certainly we ought to do 
better than this. 

Helping children and young people to grow and develop toward Chris¬ 
tian maturity is one of the greatest privileges in life. No task is more im¬ 
portant than helping a child grow into healthy, well-adjusted, responsible 
citizenship. At the Children’s Homes we seek to provide the proper atmos¬ 
phere, encouragement and supervision to assure the development of inborn, 
God given talents of our children. 

This agency offers a variety of quality services to the children of families 
who have not been able to continue a satisfactory pattern of living together. 
A total of 33 cottages on five campuses provide group care of different kinds. 
There are two residences lor emotionally disturbed children, convenient to a 
great medical center where psychiatric services are available. This fall, for 
the first time, a single cottage at Wallburg is being opened for the rehabilitation 

of boys. 

In addition to group houses, the needs of many children are met through 
the use of Foster Homes. A growing interest in this phase ot our work is 
encouraging. Many families are finding happiness and oppoitunity for ser¬ 
vice in caring for foster children. Thus, many boys and girls, who otherwise 
would not have this opportunity, are privileged to grow up in Christian homes. 
Should you have an “exrta measure of love” to share in this way, the Homes 

would like to know of your interest. t 

In June, 1967, the first of the new family living cottages was completed 

and is being used by brothers and sisters who can profit by sharing the same 
home. This building was provided by Mr. and Mrs. William M. York of 
Greensboro, and is named the York Cottage. It is a model for the family 
living approach in group child care. A similar cottage is already under con¬ 
struction at Mills Home and two buildings of this type are now being built 
on the Kennedy Home Campus. 

Members of the Board of Trustees and the Staff of the Children’s Homes 
are committed to the task of maintaining a Christian Program of Child Care— 
a program that will merit the undivided support and loyalty of our people 
and that will bring favor to our Lord. To that end it is our purpose to meet, 

as effectively as possible, the challenges of our day.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY REPORT 


The American Bible Society shares the concern for worldwide missions 
which Southern Baptists are expressing in plans for the Crusade of the Ameri¬ 
cas and World Missions Year in 1969. The entire program of Bible Society 
work is founded on these basic missionary principles: 

People must have the Bible because it presents Jesus Christ, the one hope 

of men and nations. 

Each Person must have the Bible in his own language because it speaks 

to his heart as no other language can speak. 

The Bible is the essential tool of missions and evangelism. The mission¬ 
ary uses it in all his work. The Bible itself is a missionary. It can go where 
the human missionary cannot go. It can stay on after he must leave and 
keep on speaking to a person’s heart. 

But, there is a worldwide shortage of Bibles, because in most countries, 
people cannot afford even the cost of printing the Scriptures. 

The American Bible Society is a worldwide missionary organization. It 
is an active partner in Southern Baptist work. It helps missionaries translate 
the Bible. It publishes the Scriptures without note or comment and distributes 
them without profit, usually below cost, and often without any charge in cases 
of special need. For the Blind, it supplies Scriptures in Braille and other 
raised-letter systems, Talking Bible records and tape recordings.- 

A program of advance is being carried on by the American Bible Society 
in cooperation with 34 other national Bible Societies around the world. In 
1968 this program will enter its second phase with the theme, God s Word 
for a New Age — the Book for New Readers.” It’s aim is to provide greatly 
increased quantities of Scriptures urgently needed for mission work. Long- 
goals are: 

A Bible in every Christian home 
A Testament in every Christian’s hand 
A Scripture Portion for every reader 
Supplies of Scriptures for Christians to share 
During 1966 the American Bible Society— 

—rejoiced that some part of the Bible has been published in 1280 languages; 
the full Bible in 240, a Testament in 301 more, A Gospel or other complete 
book in 739 more—but still counted over 1000 more languages in which 
not one book of the Bible has yet been published. . 

—gave more than 500,000 Scripture volumes for distribution by Chaplains to 
our Armed Forces and Veterans’ Hospitals, as a vital link between the 

home churches and men in service. . . 

—produced, in several languages, Scriptures in everyday speech, printed in 
attractive forms. Outstanding among these is “Good News for Modern 
Man”, the Today’s English Version New Testament, translated by the Soj 
ciety’s translation department. Published September 15, 1966, at least 5 
million copies are expected to be distributed by the close of 1967. 

—set new records by distributing 39,981,620 scripture volumes in the U.S.A. 
and a total of 61,815,238 volumes, in over 400 languages, in some 150 coun¬ 
tries around the world—and continued to increase translation, publication 

and distribution to meet urgent needs. 

Because the Bible Society serves mission work—and Southern Baptist 

missionaries depend on the Society for Scriptures they need for their people— 
Southern Baptists believe in the missionary impoitance of giving to the Am¬ 


erican Bible Society. . . . 

In 1966 Southern Baptist churches gave $233,896 to the American Bible 

Society and ranked first among all denominations.

•n iP ; Por u some months our Chairman, Dr. I. G. Greer, has been critically 
ill at his home in Chapel Hill, Some two weeks ago Executive Secretary C 
Gordon Maddrey, was stricken with a series of heart attacks and has remained 
in critical condition in Rex Hospital. 

If Mr. Maddrey were able to prepare this report, he would thrill us 
with the many interesting and challenging developments up to the time of his 
illness two weeks ago. This has been the most fruitful year in the work of 
the Foundation with many new commitments and marked progress in develop¬ 
ing some of the projects of large standing. This is especially true of the new 
Fiome for the Aging in Yanceyville which you will hear much more about in 
the report on the Homes for the Aging. Certainly this will continue to consti- 
tute a great challenge to our people who can find in the Baptist Foundation 
their finest opportunity for investing in Kingdom Enterprises. 


DEPARTMENT OF INTERRACIAL COOPERATION REPORT 

I can never really begin tc tell all that this summer has meant to for 
how do you communicate the joy you feel when you realize that you had a 
P a ^J n winnin g 41 boys and girls to Christ? And how do you explain what 
it means when you find you love as brothers in Christ people you had alwavs 

eared? Words fail me, but I will say this, I would notexchange this summer 
for anything in the world.” summer 
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This is the final paragraph of a letter written by one of the first two 
white college students who have served for a summer in the Department of 
Interracial Cooperation. But the summer of 1967 also held other successful 
efforts such as 42 Vacation Bible Schools enrolling over 3,600 boys and girls. 
In the Asheville area there were seven standard schools held in our General 
Baptist churches. 

Another new undertaking for 1967 was a series of four Human Relations 
Conferences held in May at Wilmington, Fayetteville, Rocky Mount, and 
Statesville. The enrollment and participation were encouraging. 

Also, in May we regretted to receive the resignation of the Reverend 
James Barber, a teacher-Missionary in Fayetteville. Mr. Barber accepted the 
pastorate of two churches in Chadbourn and Whiteville. 

The Department supported efforts to begin an annual week of interracial 
fellowship and Christian study in August at Chowan College. It, too, proved 
successful and will be repeated next year. A similar work of fellowship at 
Mars Hill College in July had the usual good results. 

Again this year a goodly number of the General Baptist State Convention 
participated in the summer camps and assemblies operated by the Baptist 
State Convention. It is hoped that these facilities will be used increasingly in 

the future. . 

The Convention year reached a climax in August as the General Baptist 

State Convention held its centennial celebration and voted unanimously to 
enter the Crusade of Americas. The vote included the acceptance of an invita¬ 
tion for the two conventions to jointly plan and sponsor a conference on 

evangelism to be held in Greensboro in 1969. 

The year has been most encouraging but concludes with much work yet 
to be done. It is our prayer that the dedicated Christians in our Baptist 
churches throughout North Carolina will continue to work tirelessly for the 
time when all of God’s people might sit down together and plan and work 

to fulfill the purpose of God in the world.

In its quarterly meetings held in October, 1966, January, April and July, 
1967, your General Board received regular reports from the committees and 
organizations, and filled several vacancies that occurred among the associa¬ 
tional officers during the year.

Minutes of the Seventy-Third Annual Session 
TUESDAY AFTERNOON, APRIL 4, 1967 

The 73rd Annual Session of Woman’s Missionary Union of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Association convened at 4 P. M. in Bethlehem Baptist Church April 4, 
1967. Music was under the direction of Mr. Bill McDaniel with Mrs. Jack 
Lail, organist. 

Mrs. W. E. McSwain, President called the meeting to order. “Teach Me 
To Do Thy Will . . .”
